Hydroelectric Power. 


There are not many instances from 


which reliable data of actual -working 
can be had. Geneva, \vith but one-eight- 
ieth of the population of London, has 
a system -which gives her hydraulic 
power and electric light at a small-pro- 
portion of the price in London. It can 
be had for one-third the London price 
at points close to falls, and is far cheap- 
er than gas. But, alas, vre have not the 
Swiss mountains, with their many 
gorges, at our doors, and if -we seek the 
distant sources the problems of trans- 
mission come in. 


As to capital cost, water power plant 


of modem design and suitable for quite 
email falls may be constructed at £19 
to £20 per horsepower. 
For large in- 


stallations the capital cost is but £10 or 
so. The steam engine on a similar basis 
would cost £20 to£25, andDowson's gas 
engine system about £17. At moderate 
efficiency the water power will involve 
a working expenditure of about £8 to £4 
per horsepower per annum, the steam 
engine of £8 and the Dowson gas engine 
of £0 10s., assuming the engine to be 
worked 3,000 hours in the year. In 
working an electric light station the 
efficiency of the steam engine is low, 
for reasons which need not bo discussed 
here, so that it is apparent that, given 
a fall, power can easily bo got for thg 
same capital outlay as for other motors, 
in some cases for much less, while th>i 
working cost is only one-half.—Good 
Words.

At- What Age Is Ulan Strongest? 


Tho inuscleg, in common \vith all the 


organs of tho body, havo their stages of 
development aiicl decline; our physical 
strength increases up to a certain age 
and then decreases. Tests of the strength 
of several thousands of people have been 
made by means of a dynamometer 
(strength measurer) and the following 
are given as the average figures for the 
•white race: 


The "lifting power" of a youth of 17 


years is 280 pounds; in his twentieth 
year this increases to 830 pounds, and 
in the thirtieth and thirty-first years it 
reaches its height, ?50 pounds. At the 
pud of the thirty-first year tho strength 
begins to decline, veiy slowly at first. 


By the fortieth year it has decreased 


eight pounds, and this diminution con- 
tinues at a slightly increasing rate until 
the fiftieth year is reached, vrhon tho 
figure is 330 poonds. 


After this period the sticiigth fails 


more and more rapidly until the weak- 
ness of old age is reached. It is not pos- 
sible to give statistics of the decline of 
strength after tho fiftieth year, as it va- 
ries to a large extent in different indi- 
viduals. —Strand Magazine. 


The Luminom Sen Crab.

BISECTION OF SCHOOL TRUSTEES 


To-morrow an election will be held 


for two School Trustees 
for Eeno 


School District, one to serve four years 
and one to serve two years. There are 
three candidates named for the long 
term—Mrs. Elda Orr, S. M. Jamison 
and William Pinniger—and two for the 
short term—T. W. Boalt and Charles 
Onlling. All are old and well known 
residents of Reno, and consequently 
require no introduction to the voters 
of the district. Each and all would, 
beyond doubt, make good Trustees and 
faithfully and efficiently perform the 
duties of the office. 


There seems to be much interest 


taken in the election and one would 
think from the wild rumors afloat that 
it depended upon the choice of Ti us- 
tees whether or not sectarianism is to 
be taught in the public schools. That 
these rumors are groundless, regular 
campaign falsehoods, so to speak, the 
constitution conclusively proves. Sec- 
tions 9 and ] 0, Article XI, of that in- 
strument read respectively as follows: 


No sectarian instruction shall be im- 


parted or tolerated in any school or 
university that may be established 
under this constitution. 


No public funds of any kind or 


character whatever, State county or 
municipal, shall be used tor sectaiian 
purpose. 


That is the fundamental lav of the 


State. It cannot be changed by School 
Board, Board of County Commissioners 
or 
Legislature. 
The constitution 


would have to be amended and that 
would take years and the concurrence 
oC tbo two houses of the Legislature 
and a majority of the votes of the 
State. Why, therefore, this real or as- 
sumed alarm about sectarianism m the 
public schools ? Why not renJ tho 
constitution instead of getting flight- 
ened at demagogic scare crpws ? No 
school board can introduce sectarian- 
ism in the public schools of Nevada 
even if it desired, and if it did, not one 
cent of public money could be used for 
the maintenance of such a school 


It is to be hoped that the votrrs will 


bear this in mind and act accordingly. 
The public schools are for the educa- 
tion of the youth of the State. The 
property of persons of every sect and 
creed, Jew and Gentile, Catholic and 
Protestant, Deist and Atheist, is taxed 
for the support of the schools and 
under the constitution all have equal 
privileges. To maintain this wise pro- 
vision of tho fundamental law everyone 
worthy the name of American citizen 
should lend his r.id, and an excellent 
way to render assistance n to elect a 
school board that will proscribe no one 
because of his religious belief so long 
as the person does not attempt to in- 
trude that belief into the schools*

CONGRESSIONAL PUOCEED1NGS. 


A Resolution to Impeach the President 


Creates a Sensation in the House. 
WASHINGTON, May 23.—Representa- 


tive Howard, a Populist of Alabama, 
introduced a motion in the open House 
to-day for the impeachment of Presi- 
dent Cleveland, the grounds alleged 
being the illegal sale of bonds, the 
illegal nee of the proceeds of the bond 
sales, corruption in politics and the 
refusal to enforce the anti-trust law. 


Howard, the author of, "If Christ 


Came to Congress," at the opening of 
the session of the House to-day sprang 
a sensation, but it waa short lived. 
The House with practical unanimity 
suppressed him. As soon as the 
Journal had been read, Howard arose 
dramatically in the center of the aisle 
and flourishing a paper in his hand, 
demanded to be heard on a resolution, 
which he gent to the Clerk's desk. The 
resolution was as follows: 


I do impeach Grover Uleveland, Prea 


ident of the United Statei, of high 
crimes and misdemeanors on tho fol 
lowing grounds: 


first—That 
he has sold or di- 


rected the sale of bonds without 
thonty of law. 


Second—That he has sold or aided in 


the sale of bonds at less than their 
market value. 


Third—That he directed the misap- 


propriation of the proceeds of said 
bond sales. 


Fourth—That he directed the Secre- 


tary of the Treasury to disregard the 
law which makes United States notes 
redeemable in coin. 


Fifth—That he has ignored and re- 


fused to have enforced tho anti-trust 
law. 


Sixth—That he has sent United 


States troops into the State of Wash- 
ington without authority of law and in 
violation of the constitution. 


Seventh—That he corrupted politics 


through interference 
with 
Federal 


office holders. 


Eighth—That he has used the ap- 


pointing power to influence legislation 
detrimental to tho wellfare of the 
people; therefore be it 


Jiesohed by the House of Kepresent- 


atftes that the Committee on Judiciary 
be directed to ascertain whether these 
charges are true, and if so, report to 
the House such action by impeach- 
ment or otherwise as shall bo proper 
m the premises, and said committee 
shall have authority to send for pei- 
sons and papers

CHANGING FRONT ON THE TARIFF. 


Butler of North Carolina introduced 


a bill to prohibit the issuance of in- 
terest-bearing bonds. 
The gold men 


of bot i parties voted against its con- 
sideration, and the silver men of all 
parties in favor of it. As the silver 
men were in a majority the bill was 
taken up and the debate which ensued 
was rather acrimonious. The gold men 
insisted that the passage of the bill 
would be a virtual repeal of the re- 
sumption act. Hill said the present 
tariff laws confessedly did not meet 
the expenses of the Government, yet in 
the face of this fact vast appropriations 
were beingmade. George of Mississippi 
declared that.if the Bepublicans would 
agree on a fair non-partisan tariff bill 
he would vote for it, though it included 
a duty on wool and other articles 
Dubois called attention to the fact that 
the bolting Republican Senators had 
been indorsed by the conventions of 
their respective States, and said silver 
would have to be recognized in any 
tariff bill. 


Hill and George are Democrats. One 


thinks the revenue laws should be 
amended, as the income of the Govern- 
ment is not sufficient to meet tbe ex- 
penditures. Another says that bo will 
vote foi any fair tariff measure, includ- 
a duty on wool and a tax on tobacco 
and beer. On the other hand Dubois, 
a Republican, will not vote for tariff 
unless the measure recognizes bilver. 
Under these circumstances it is plain 
that ih<* present political organizations 
do not represent the views of many 
who are classed as Republicans and 
Democrats, and that there will be a 
new alignment of parties. 
Hill is 


classed as a Democrat, though, like 
Cleveland, he is in accord with a large 
majority of the Republicans on the 
financial question, and Dubois is 
classed as a Republican, though he 
differs with the majority of his party 
on the money and tariff questions, 
while George, a Mississippi Democrat 
and classed as a free trader by the Re- 
publicans, declares on the floor of the 
Senate that he will vote for a tariff on 
wool or almost anything else that will 
increase the revenue. 


The National conventions soon to 


meet will by their declarations on the 
silrer question result in a new align- 
ment of parties, and Cleveland and 
Sherman, Hill and Hoar may vote the 
same ticket next November. There is 
nothing certain in politics now, only 
that the Republicans will declare 
against free coinage and one faction of 
the Democrats will not.

tration in which justice may be always 
done m all disputes between capital 
and labor.
